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The Search Division considers that the present European patent application does not comply with the 
requirements of unity of invention and relates to several inventions or groups of inventions, namely: 

1. Claims: 1-5 (complete) 

Methods of analysing sequencing reaction products comprising 
reloading of sequencing gels or capillaries. 

2. Claims: 6-13 (completed 



The first group of inventions' relates to methods of analysing sequencing 
reaction products aimed at determining the sequence of a nucleic acid, 
whereas the second group of inventions relates to methods and kits for 
generating sequencing reaction products aimed at determining the 
sequence of a nucleic acid. The common concept shared by the two groups 
of inventions is the determination of nucleic acid sequences which is a 
standard technique in the field of the inventions and therefore not 
novel. Moreover, various documents describe methods for determining 
nucleic acid sequences falling within the scope of claim 1, which 
therefore lacks novelty (cf. first 6 documents cited in the 
supplementary partial European Search Report). Consequently, there is a 
lack of unity, and different inventions, not belonging to a -common 
concept are formulated as different subjects.
